passed the rigid certification require­ 
ments. 
Out of a total of 852 acres, 
266 passed with an average yield of 
f about 235 bushels. 
This potato seed certification work 
was started in 1921, Mr. MeCubbin 
purppose of develop­ 
ing the potato seed resources of the 
state and to enable Pennsylvania po­ 
tato growers to obtain home-grown 
seed of high-yielding strains, 
free 
frcra transmissible 
discases. 
This 
work is conducted by the Pennsylvania 
Department 
of 
Agriculture, 
Penn­ 
sylvania State College, and local farm 
bureaus cooperatively. 
Previous to 
.starting the certification work, it was 
necessary for growers to depend upon 
sources outside Pennsylvania for their 
seed. 
This was not a satisfactory 
situation, especially in view of the 
fact that many of the mountain coun­ 
ties in Pennsylvania are
